Tue forthcoming years will see a great boom in 
antipodal railroad construction. One of the principal 
lines which it is proposed to construct, presumably by 
government aid, will connect West Australia with the 
eastern states of the commonwealth. This involves build- 
ing about 1,000 miles of road, skirting what is termed 
the great Australian desert for nearly the entire dis- 
tance. West Australia is now practically cut off from 
the other five states comprising the Australian federa- 
tion, and a railroad connection of this kind is as much 
of a necessity as was the original Pacific Railroad to our 
own Union. It may be noted that Australia, with an 
area of 2,972,000 square miles, possesses only some 14,- 
000 miles of railroads. At the same time, the inhabi- 
tants of the six states, aggregating but 3,756,000, make 
the proportion of railroad mileage to the population 
among the highest in the world. 








An interesting topic to the manufacturing world is 
that of taxation, and a new phase of this subject has 
been brought up in London, Canada, where the Mc- 
Clary Mfg. Co., Ltd., a leading stove manufacturing 
concern, have petitioned the city council for a fixed as- 
sessment of $150,000 for ten years. A letter was sub- 
mitted to the committee stating that the company with- 
drew the clause in the previous letter asking that the 
company should be protected by the council against any 
tax that may be levied directly by the government and 
all they now ask is the $150,000 assessment limitation. 
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Ald. Cooper thought that London would have been a 
more flourishing city if previous councils had paid more 
attention to the manufacturers, and moved that the nec- 
essary legislation should be secured by the council to 
fix the company’s assessment at $150,000. As one of the 
aldermen stated that he was unable to vote on the ques- 
tion that night, the motion, after some further discus- 
sion, was laid over till the next meeting of the com- 
mittee.

which has taken place in the United States of America 


demonstrate immense commercial development 
during recent years, and will be the largest and most 
important exposition of exclusively American products, 
arts, industries and inventions yet seen in the United 
Kingdom. The increase of American exports for the 
past twenty years has been phenomenal, and the ex- 
pansion in the character and variety of the trade is per- 
haps even more remarkable than the growth in its 
volume. 

With a population of about 80,000,000, and a 
climate ranging from Arctic Alaska to the tropical south 
—with their vast natural resources, and their great in- 
dustrial wealth and activity, the United States of 
America offer a wider scope than any other individual 
country for a great National Exhibition. 

The natural advantages of the Crystal Palace for 
the accommodation of great exhibitions are well known. 
The buildings cover 16 acres, all perfectly lighted, 
heated and ventilated—surrounded by the most beauti- 
ful ornamental grounds in Europe, extending over 200 
acres, and including the most extensive seties of sport- 
ing grounds in England, for cricket, polo, football, 
baseball, cycle and motor racing, tennis, swimming and 
other atheletic sports. 

The regular program of entertainments and sports, 
is—like the annual atténdance of visitors—upon a 
greater scale than anywhere else in the United King- 


dom. 
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The jubilee of the first Great International Exhibi- 
tion, 1851, held in the Crystal Palace, has been cele- 
brated this year by the Naval and Military Exhibition 
opened on May 23 by Field-Marshall Earl Roberts, K. 
G., which has been attended by the largest number of 
visitors during recent years. 

The year 1902 will be marked by an historical 
event—the coronation of King Edward VII, in the 
month of June—which will draw to London the greatest 





number of visitors from the provinces and abroad ever 
before known. 

In the popular celebrations which will take place 
throughout the Empire, the Crystal Palace will take the 
lead. No more auspicious time and place, therefore, 
could have been selected for a great exhibition, and 
from the support already forthcoming, a complete suc- 
cess is assured. 

During the period of the exhibition a number of 
the best American entertainments and shows will be 
added to the regular program of attractions at the 
Crystal Palace. It is intended also to engage one or 
more of the leading American bands. 

The exhibition is certified by the board of trade 
under the provisions of the patents, designs and trade 
marks act, 1883. 

In connection with the exhibition a commercial 
bureau will be established where all necessary informa- 
tion will be supplied to exhibitors as to channels of 
trade, and the placing of goods upon the British and 
Continental markets. The bureau will be under the 
direction of a committee of representative American 
and British firms. 


There are eleven classifications of exhibits. Class 
VI is devoted to “Hygiene, Lighting, Heating, Venti- 


lating and Sanitary Appliances.” 





There are two styles of competition, 
legitimate and illegitimate. When John 
Jones opens up a retail hardware store 
opposite that of John Smith and runs it 

accordance with commercial ethics, 
with no cutting of prices below a decent margin and no 
misrepresentation, either of goods or of his competitor’s, 
that is legitimate competition, and a dealer who can’t 
meet it should shut up shop. 

Other forms of competition, such (a) as a cut-rate 
competitor, (b) a catalogue house, (c) a department 
store, (d) a peddler, (e) a jobber selling direct to the 
consumer, can be classed as illegitimate. 

State organizations of retailers are evolving the best 
methods of fighting these various forms of illegitimate 
competition. The direct sales of jobber to consumer 
is easily checked by a refusal of dealers to patronize 
such house and a transfer of their patronage to job- 
bers who are real jobbers. 

Hardware dealers who underwent surgical opera- 
tions in their youth in the course of which their back- 
bones were removed, are wont to bemoan their fate every 
time a steel range peddler happens in their vicinity. 
Instead of meekly wringing their hands the trade should 
bring pressure to bear on their representatives in both 
the upper and lower houses of the state legislature and

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secure the passage of legislation requiring peddlers to 
pay a heavy license. 

The National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, considering the short time it has been organized, 
has already done wonders in curbing catalogue house 
competition. It has made life a burden to manufac- 
turers who have been carrying water on both shoulders 
and who, after selling all the goods possible to catalogue 
houses at lowest rates have turned around and stocked 
up the retail trade also. 

Department store competition principally inter- 
ests city dealers, and the same methods that will check 
the supply house in the matter of country sales is ap- 
plicable here. Then, too, progressive dealers have found 
that co-operative buying, co-operative advertising, etc., 
have worked wonders in enabling them to hold their end 
up. 

The farmer who imagines that merchandising is a 
life of ease is one of the ills that, like the poor, is al- 
ways with us. He buys his goods without discrim- 
ination, as to the requirements of his locality and owing 
to his greenness, pays more for same than he should. 
When he finds that merely opening a store will not 
bring him customers, he starts in on a crusade of cut 
prices. He fills his store with customers and imagines 
that because he makes a number of losing sales he is do- 
ing business. 

It is hard work for the established dealer not to 
follow suit and demoralize prices, but if he sticks to 
business principles he will not come out of the little 
end of the horn. 

There have been dealers who have run up against 
all these five kinds of illegitimate competition simul- 
taneously, and who have succeeded in making money at 
that. They had a strenuous time doing it, though. 
Their campaign for commercial existence was a vigorous 
one, and in their liberal advertising and personal in- 
terviews they had to play on all possible motives that 
govern human action. 

Local patriotism, love of fair play, gratitude for 
past favors, self-interest, personal friendship are actu- 
ating impulses on which the shrewd dealer can work. 

One fault is that merchants, as well as other people, 
desire a ton of result for every ounce of effort. The 
merchant sees a number of people of his village send 
their money in to a catalogue house, and he bitterly de- 
clares that local patriotism is dead, forgetting that peo- 
ple are more apt to do their duty when the way is 
pointed out to them. 

Rome was not built in a day, and the reformation 
of commercial abuses proceeds slowly. When condi- 
tions in October, 1901, are contrasted with those of 
November, 1901, no great improvement can be shown, 
but when October, 1901 and October, 1897, are care- 
fully paralleled a great change for the better is shown. 

One duty that every dealer owes to himself is to 
join his state hardware association and attend its meet- 
ings. It is at these gatherings that he has a chance to 
size up the men who are working towards the same ends 
he is himself. He can enthuse them by ringing words 
and aid them by counsel born of experience. He can 
urge men of determination to take office and can help 
select the best men in the association to advance the 
common interests of all.

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HAVE PURCHASED THE RAINBOW CITY. 





The Chicago House Wrecking Co., 35th and Iron 
streets, Chicago, have purchased the buildings, statues 
and bridges of the Buffalo Exposition for $130,000. 
This contract will be the fourth of the character that 
the Chicago concern has handled in nine years of its 
existence. It bought the World’s fair buildings for 
$80,000 and the Omaha group for $50,000. The greater 
part of the buildings at the Paris Exposition were sold 
to it for $70,000. ; 

At Buffalo, as at Omaha, everything has been pur- 
chased intact, even down to the shrubs, the goldfish in 
the ponds and the water itself. The first move to be 
made this morning, when the firm takes actual posses- 
sion, will be to continue in its own pay for an indefinite 
period the force of 200 mounted men now maintained 
by the exposition authorities to keep vandals and curio 
hunters out of the exposition grounds. The object to- 
ward which all these people move is the music hall, the 
walls of which have been the silent witnesses of the 
greatest tragedy of a generation. 

It is hard to realize what an amount of material 
was necessary to construct the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. Over 33,000,000 feet of lumber was used, 40,000 
square feet of windows, 22,000 square feet of doors, 2,- 
000,000 pounds of pipe, 2,000,000 pounds of structural 
iron, thousands of brick, a million feet of wire, 600,000 
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square feet of roofing tile, 200,000 incandescent lights, 
25 high-speed automatic engines, 19 immense steam 
boilers. These and countless of other similar items 
would slightly impart to the minds of the uninitiated 
some idea as to what enormous quantities of building 
material and supplies it is necessary to use in construct- 
ing such an exposition. Not quite $9,000,000 was ex- 
pended. 

Out of the company’s extensive plant in Chicago 
buildings are being cleared that they may receive the 
enormous contents, yards are swept of heaped up goods 
and the switch tracks which run through their yards are 
being carefully inspected for the heavy strain they are 
soon to undergo. It is estimated it will require 1,000 
freight cars in removing the material of the exposition. 

It is estimated that in the time limit of 150 work- 
ing days 600 men can remove the buildings, but in re- 
storing the grounds it will require at least 400 men a 
similar length of time. 

This firm will locate an almost permanent resident 
establishment in Buffalo, and may be compelled to re- 
tain a supply house and yards for years to come. They 
are thinking somewhat of building permanent yards and 
making it a general supply house for the east. This is, 
of course, providing they find Buffalo a profitable point 
for such an establishment. It will not at all affect their 
Chicago plant, even though it is their intention to 
make their Buffalo establishment as large, or nearly so. 
This firm believe there is an excellent field in the east 
for this business and this contract will give it a thor- 
ough test.

THE RICHMOND FURNACES. 





The accompanying cuts show some of the structural 
features of the Richmond furnaces, made by the Rich- 
mond Stove Co., Norwich, Conn. Fig. 1 shows the feed 
seetion in the Richmond furnace, series 210-300. There

are three large circular flues or pipes cast in one piece 
with the feed door section, and when it is set in place 
these pipes receive fresh air from the cold air cham- 
ber beneath the furnace, and conduct it rapidly over 
the bottest part of the fire, thus enabling them to de- 
liver a large volume of thoroughly warmed air, at a 
high velocity, into the center of the warm air cham- 
ber, and being cast in one piece there is no possible 
chance of gas commingling with the pure air, it is 
claimed. 





Fig. 2. Gas Ring. 

Fig. 2 shows the gas ring on the Richmond fur- 
naces, series 732-748 and 320-480. This gas ring is 
made in one piece, and is entirely independent of the 
fire pot or feed section, allowing freedom for expansion 
and contraction. The two series of furnaces to. which 
this ring is fitted are peculiarly adapted for the use of 
soft coal, because of the extra large combustion cham- 
ber, and also the ease with which every portion of the 
furnace can be reached for cleaning. 

The radiator of the series 836-852, Richmond fur- 
naces, is of exceptional depth. The side walls are com- 
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posed of the best quality of planished steel, manufac- 
tuerd evxpressly for this firm’s use, and the joint be- 
tween these steel plates and the cast iron top and bot- 
tom is made by means of two deep flanges in which the 
plates are imbedded. These steel walls enclose 2 num-

ber of lap-welded steel tubes, through which the rresh 
air passes on its way to the warm air chamber. These 
steel tubes form a ring almost completely around the 
inside of the radiator, except at the point where the 
smoke deflector is situated. This deflector is a most 
important addition to the furnace, as the gases not 
alone pass between the tubes on their way to the chim- 
ney, but are also deflected to the top of the radiator 
and then carried downwards before passing away, thus 
securing all the benefit possible from the fuel, it is 
claimed.

KEEPING SHOW WINDOWS FROM FROSTING. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
We wish a small sketch showing an idea of a steam 


heating plant to keep show windows from frosting in 
the winter. What we want is some device that will 
keep window clear during day and evening up to 10 
p.m. Building is a three-story brick, 50x120, and room 
for which we want to use this is to be used by a dry 
goods and clothing stock, and is the first floor and will 
have an east glass front of 50’ x 16’ high and a north 
front of 30’ x 16’ glass. Complete building is to be 
heated by low-pressure steam plant. Second floor is 
offices, third floor is lodge room. Please answer as soon 
as possible as we are in need of advice. “SUBSCRIBERS.”

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 





This is an important subject to a large number of 
business people, and like all great problems it is little 
understood, even by those who make a specialty of heat- 
ing and ventilating. We have a better chance to com- 
bat a disease if we know from what source it eminates, 
so, in cases of this kind, when we understand the cause 
of frost formation on show windows we should be able 
to provide a remedy for same. It is well to call atten- 
tion to the fact that frost does not form on all glass 
surfaces exposed to even the most cold temperature, 
and this fact is shown in the street lantern as well as 
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glass signs and other articles of glass used out of doors. 
Then, again, we have glass windows located in places 
where the interior atmosphere is freezing cold without 
frost formation on them. 

The formation of frost on show windows is caused 
Ly a warm vapor which floats through the atmosphere 
of the store and rises from various damp surfaces, but 



































especially from human exhalations. This vapor rises 
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the same as clouds of steam, but is usually invisible, and 
as it comes in contact with cold surfaces it condenses 
back again into water or a liquid state, and when the 
glass surface is below the freezing point in temperature 
the deposit of liquid on the glass congeals and becomes 
what we call frost. If we throw water on the outside of 
a show window in freezing weather it will form into 
ice as well as on the inside, and the reason why frost 
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does not form on the outside of the window as well as 
on the inside in cold weather, is because there is no 
warm vapor or steam coming in contact with it. 

THE REMEDY. 

There is nothing better than good ventilation to 
remedy this trouble. But to produce ventilation we 
must have some motive power, and therefore in such 
cases we would use heat for that purpose. Hence it will 
be necessary to heat and ventilate the glass surfaces. 
To accomplish this properly we must prevent the warm 
vapors of the store from coming in contact with the 
windows, and as we cannot form a vacuum around the 
glass that would be practical, we introduce exterior air 
through indirect radiation which is not heavily charged 











with vapors, besides being warm and rising from the 
bottom of the window fills the space in front of the 
glass so that the store vapors cannot reach the glass to 
form thereon, and to assist this current of indirect air 
to rise as well as to carry off such vapors as may be in 
it, the top of the windows should be provided with ven- 
tilation as an outlet, but this should be into some chan- 
nel that will have force to cause good suction, as there 
would not be much draft to pass direct to the exterior 
atmosphere at the top of window. 

The illustration herewith, Fig. 1, shows a sectional 
elevation of the window with indirect coils underneath 
and ventilating outlet on top, while the illustration, Fig. 
2, shows a number of narrow registers on floor of win- 
dow at bottom of glass, through which the hot air rises 
in front of the glass. As to the capacity of the registers, 
they should be the same as used in any indirect steam 
heating work, and in calculating the size of indirect 
coils for this work, it will be safe to allow 3 square feet 
of surface for each lineal foot of glass in the show 
window of 16 feet high, and this would mean 150 square 
feet for the 50-foot side, and 90 square feet for the 
30-foot side of store. 
heating surface would also assist in warming the store, 
and therefore would not be lost on the windows alone. 
I have heard of cases where the formation of frost on 
store windows has been prevented by applying a solution

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MR. CARPENTER IS CRITICIZED.

I find fault with Mr. Carpenter’s advice to tinners 
in his answer as to what work a tinner should do and 
what he should not do, or what should tinners do to 
secure better wages. Mr. Carpenter thinks the questions 
very easy to solve, but he undertook a good deal to try 
to answer them both at once. He believes a tinner should 
not only be able to do a good job of furnace work or 
anything else that should come up in the sheet metal 
line, but should also be able to do a good job of plumb- 
ing, steam fitting, repair pumps, set up windmills or 
should an umbrella or bicyele drift in for repairs they 
should be fixed also, or should his employer decide to 
add a cornet player to the church choir he should also 
strive to fill that capacity. 

My opinion of such a mechanic is that he is a 
Jack of all trades and has but little claim to the name 
of tinner. We should try to hold up our trade and not 
demoralize it. The tinners’ trade is equal to any and 
there is a sufficient variety of work for any first-class 
tinner to post up on without having to look for other 
trades to conquer. This has become an age of special- 
ists, and they are found in the tinners’ trade as well. 
Take the furnace branch, for example, if a man becomes 
thoroughly posted on heating and ventilation and can 
lay out a job and complete it to the satisfaction of his 
employer, he is the man that will secure better wages, 
whether he can put a socket in a pump or not. Then, 
take the cornice branch. If a man can lay out and make 
up any job that comes along to the satisfaction of em- 
ployer, architect, owner or others, he will find a plenty 
to do in that line at good wages, without having to 
set up windmills. And the tin and slate roofers that 
can go out And do the tinning, put on the slate and gal- 








vanized iron trimmings to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, are in good demand at good wages, whether they 
can play cornets or not. And a tinner that can lay out 
a metal ceiling and put it up in a neat and workmanlike 
manner, and can do a neat job of tin work, can find 
steady employment at good wages, and don’t have to 
mend umbrellas. 

I have been a little rough on Mr. Carpenter, but 
my advice to him and all others wishing to be up-to-date 
tinners, would be to post up thoroughly on tinning and 
cut out the plumbing, steam heating, pump and wind- 
mill work and you will find you will be in greater de- 
mand and get better wages. G. L. Gray.

garding the price charged for a piece of work. After 
stating his side of the case, and, I have no doubt, the 
whole case, he makes a pitious appeal for sympathy to 
the craft, which he freely gets. But one man criticises 
his method, we can hardly call it criticise, but rather a 
suggestion, and also asks for more data. And the re- 
sult? Did you notice it? How this Highlander throws 
off his hat, peels his coat, spat on his hands, and, as he 
jumps up and cracks his heels together with every 
jump and wants to fight the man who has the audacity 
to say he would do the work in a different way. He 
not only wants to fight, but wants the party he chal- 
lenges to put up the prize money. The tinshop depart- 
ment of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN is for the benefit of 
the tinners and their trade, open to the free inter- 
changing of ideas. Then let us work to make it a help 
to us. If we have done some piece of work out of the 
usual order or of a complicated nature, use the columns 
of THr AMERICAN ARTISAN to let the rest know about 
it. Some of the older heads could give valuable advice 
on pattern cutting, triangulation, for instance, would 
be a good subject and is not very generally understood. 
Cones, fustrum of cones, tees and Y joints have been 
pretty well gone over in the last few years, and though 
But regular shapes, etc., is 
a good field for instruction. Through the columns of 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN we could let one another 
know of the kind of work most common to the different 
sections of the country, the wages paid, etc., all of which 
would be of interest to the craft, and not fill its columns 
with personal squabbles, ridicule and sarcasm. 

R. H. Carpenter strikes a key note in your last 
I agree with him in the main, “To whatever 
there is to do and do it right.” But I don’t favor en- 
couraging such work as windmills, pumps, etc., until 
have been exhausted to build up a trade to 
at as tinner. Plumbing and steam fitting 
is a trade by itself. In towns where these trades are not 
represented or too small to be supported, it is well for 
the tinner to take it up, but not at the expense of his 
own trade, nor where there is a plumber trying to make 
an honest living. In Ohio and Pennsylvania I had to 
do slating. In the western states iron pipe wark, and in 
Minnesota pumps and rive wells. I didn’t favor this 
kind of work, but the towns were too small to keep one

busy at metal work. I don’t agree with Carpenter that 
the man who does this kind of work gets the best pay, 
as shops that do this class of work are usually in small 
towns or villages, where they can’t afford to pay the 
highest wages, and if the town is large the tinner, if a 
good one, can get plenty to do at his trade, and the 
helper soon trained to put up windmills and pumps. If 
we must branch out, let us go upwards, not sideWise or 
backwards ; there is more room at the top than any place 
else, and the pay is better. 

Read trade papers, buy pattern books and study 
them. Your employer is going to give you the work to 
do that you can make the most money for him at. If 
you excel at your trade he is not going to send you out 
some morning with the thermometer at 30° below zero 
to fix some frozen and cripple pump and let the wind- 
mill man stay in the shop and do the fine work. These 
are only my views, and if Cunningham objects to them 
he will not have to fight, and if J. J. C. says anything 
I will turn B. E. A. on him, and then look out for your 
bun(y)on.

The American Tin Plate Co. will, it is said, make 
an important innovation in the manufacture of black 
plates that will greatly cheapen the cost of tin plate 
production. 


The Whittaker-Weber Tinware Mfg. Co., North

from $100,000 to $250,000. In a few months they ex- 
pect to start the construction work on a $125,000 addi- 
tion to their plant.

THE STUFFY CARS. 


Foul air is a comparatively recent incident of 
travel. Only a little time ago the man who fared forth 
went on foot or on the back of an animal or else in an 
“open” or an imperfectly “closed” vehicle. He breathed 
fresh air. Now he rides in heated or presumably heated 
cars provided with tight fitting windows and doors, and 
for a considerable part of his journeyings—which are 
far more extensive than of old—he breathes vitiated air. 
With the procession of the seasons the days are now at 
hand when the passenger’s ills of this sort, whether in 
local or long distance travel, are often serious. Save for 
the opening and shutting of doors at stations the steam 
car is often unventilated, and to make its “closeness” 
more evident the steam heat is turned on to such good 
purpose that one’s nostrils feel parched, the odor of the 
hot iron pipes is offensive, one’s limbs grow restive, and 
the upholstery is oppressive. Yet, although brakemen 
often seem to forget all standards of temperature as well 
as freshness for their cars, for splendid indifference to 
every consideration affecting inside atmosphere the con- 
ductors on local street cars are notable. There are some 
lines on which much more attention is paid to proper 
heating and ventilation than on others, but it is rare 
that a closed car is not perceptibly ill smelling, and the 
condition of the atmosphere in cars on many lines is 
chronically so noxious that men, and women, too, often 
ride outside in cold weather rather than endure the at- 
mosphere inside the car. The reasons for these condi- 





tions are, first, that cars are not adequately heated, and, 
second, that, owing in part to this lack of heat and in 
part to sheer neglect by conductors, they are ventilated 
inadequately or not at all. It is common to see a closed 
car filled with passengers while every ventilator is shut 
tight. Tne conductor, standing a good part of the time 
on the platform, does not feel the need of pure air, and 
by his general neglect he betrays the absence of instruc- 
tions from the management on this subject. That 
standards on this subject should be enjoined and en- 
forced by street car managers is only as evident as it is 
that adequate heating appliances and ventilating ar- 
rangements which would obviate drafts should be pro- 
vided for all cars. The stuffy street car is inexcusable 
—Chicago Tribune.

MACHINE-MADE HORSESHOES. 





One of the speakers at a recent meeting of farriers 
in Melbourne, characterized machine-made horseshoes as 
a “terrible evil.” Presumably his objection to them, 
says the Australian Coachbuilder and Wheelwright, is 
that they are much cheaper than hand-made shoes. His 
attitude illustrates both the inconsistency and the con- 
servation of workers generally. In one place they are 
calling for shorter hours and increased pay, in another 
they are in opposition to every development by which 
labor is economized and profits increased. The neces- 
sity for labor is one of the inconveniences of life, of 
which there are few who would not gladly rid themselves 
if it were possible. Work is not an end, but a means to 
an end. Man works that he may eat; he does not eat 
that he may have something to work for. 
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BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vanced report of the iron and steel situation: 

No sign of the usual seasonable quieting down in 
the demand for iron and steel is apparent, and buyers 
are as eager as ever to obtain supplies. The car short- 
age and the congestion of freight in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict has been accentuated by the switchmen’s strike, 
and the trouble there, if anything, is aggravated. A 
number of furnaces are banked and several mills are 
idle for lack of supplies. In finished products bars, 
sheets and structural material are all active and there 
has even been an improvement in plates. Foundry iron 
is 50 cents higher at Chicago and 75 cents to $1 per ton 
advance on ruling rates must be paid for prompt de- 
livery of pig iron and billets at Pittsburg. The big 
steel interests are reported as having plenty of cars, 
but not enough motive power. Bradstreets’ Halifax 
correspondent reports large sales of Cape Breton steel 
in the United States. Light and heavy hardware is 
active and the supply of tin has been practically cor- 
nered, with the resut that prices are 5 cents per 
pound higher on the week. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are quoted at $2.40 to $2.45 in nominally 
small lots, with little or no carload business. 





CUT NAILS. 
Small lots of cut nails remain unchanged at $2.35. 





BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.75, and galvan- 
ized at $3.05 in carload lots. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at $2.85 and $3.15 respectively. 





PLAIN WIRE. 
The prices of plain wire remain unchanged. Car- 
load lots are quoted at $2.40, and at $2.50 in smaller 
lots. 





SASH WEIGHTS. 
The prices of sash weights have recently been ad- 
vanced, and the foundries are busy on current orders. 
Sash weights are quoted at $21 to $22 per ton. 





CORDAGE.
